NEW STATUE OF LINCOLN 
DEFAMATORY, HIS SON SAYS 


Letter to Taft Begs Him Not to Send 
Barnard Shaft as Gift to En- 
gland and France. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 3.—The -forthcom- 
ing issue of the Art World will make 
public a letter in which Robert T. 
Lincoln begs former President Taft 
not to send the George Gray Barn- 
ard statue of Abraham Lincoln asa 
gift to the Governments of guerra 
and France. 

In the letter Lincoln says of mare 
ard’s work: 

“He scorned the use of the many 
existing photographs of President 
Lincoln and took as a model for his 
figure a man chosen by him for the 
curious artistic reasons that he was 
6 feet 4% inches in height, was born 
on\a farm 15 miles from where Lin- 
coln was born, was about 40 years 
of age and had been splitting rails 
all his life. The result is a mon- 
strous figure, which is grotesque as 
a likeness of President Lincoln and 
defamatory as an effigy. 

“I should have filial pride in hav- 
ing a good statue of my father in 
London and in Paris, of a character 
like the two great statues of him 
made by Augustus Saint-Gaudens.” 


BALLOON FROM ARMY SCHOOL 
HERE MAKES 450-MiLE TRIP 


Eight Students Who Left. Meramec 
Park Sunday Made Longest 
Journey So Far. 

The longest and fastest trip yet 
made by army students, at the Mis- 
souri Aeronautical School at Mera- 
mec Park ended at 8 o’clock yester- 
day morning,. when one of the ob- 
servation balloons, carying eight stu- 
dents, landed at Janesville, Wis., 
about 450 miles from St. Louis. 

The trip was made in eight hours, 
the balloon having ascended at mid- 
night Monday. A strong wind from 
the southwest carried the balloon out 
of sight in a few minutes after it went 
up, Capt. Albert Bond Lambert, in 
command at the school said today. 

The balloon was piloted by Carl 
Dammann, one of the advanced stu- 
dents at the school, and all the other 
passengers were students. Trips at 
night are a regular part of the ob- 
servation instruction at the Govern- 
ment school. 


$300,000 FOR FLOOD SYFFERERS 


Chinese Government Makes Appro- 
priation for Work at Tientsin. 
PEKIN, Oct. 3.—The Chinese Gov- 

ernment has appropriated $300,000 

for immediate relief work at Tientsin, 
where great destruction has been 
wrought by the overflowing of the 

Hoang River. Dr. Paul Reinsch, the 

American Minister, has sent a cable- 

gram to the American Réd Cross ask- 

ing for $200,000.

NEGRO WAYLAYS 
ANOTHER COUPLE, 
DEGUYS FAIL 


Policemen in Keniibis Attire 
Patrol Streets in Vain to 
Catch Prowler. 


WOMAN’S ESCORT BOUND 


Negro Releases Couple at Same 
Point Where He Held 
Them Up. 


While a special detail of police- 
men, disguised in feminine apparel, 
were patrolling the streets last night 
in an effort to trap the negro or 


negroes who have been forcing wom- 
en with escorts.to bind their escorts 
and then disrobe, another couple was 
subjected to this experience. 

They were Miss Maud Yancey, 3: 
years old, of Desloge, Mo., who ar- 
rived at Union Station at 3 a. m., to 
visit her sister in St. Louis, and 
Losse Hale, 41, of 7229 Bulwer ave- 
nue, a switchman, who met Miss 
Yancey at the station. 

, Halted Near Alley. 

The couple told the police that 
they boarded a Belt car to go to the 
home of Miss Yancey’s sister, Mrs. 
George Fuller, at 2405 North Four- 
teenth street. They got off at Eight- 
eenth street and Cass avenue, and 
at the mouth of an alley on Eight- 
eenth street, just north of Cass ave- 
nue, a negro with a drawn revolver 
halted them. 

The negro marched them into a 
of 1532 Hogan 
street, and forced them to enter a 
shed. He then took an awning cord 
from his pocket and tied Hale’s 
hands and feet, after which he com- 
pelled Miss Yancey to go into another 
shed and disrobe. 

The negro, after mistreating Miss 
Yancey, permitted her to. don her 
garments. He then cut the cord 
from Hale’s wrists and.ankles and 
ordered them into the alley. He 
accompanied them to the point 
were he had accosted them; ordered 
them to continue on their way and 
then ran back into the alley. 

Boarded: Same Car. 

Miss Yancey told the police that 
she thought the negro. was at Eight- 
eenth and Market streets when she 
arrived at Union Station. A negro 
eyed her suspiciously while Hale 
went into a store to buy a package 
of cigarettes. 
boardéd the Belt line car on which 
they rode to Eighteenth street and 
Cass avenue. 

The police have arrested two ne- 
groes who have been identified by 
victims of holdups similar to the one 
described by Miss Yancey and Hale. 
Five couples were treated in the 
same manner last week. One negro 
was shot by detectives who captured 
him at Eighteenth street and Cass 
avenue, half a block from where this 
morning’s holdup occurred. 

The policemen who are trying to 
trap the megro are special officers 
from the Detective Bureau. They 
work in pairs, one dressed as a wom- 
and and one :s a man. They walk 
about the streets in the neighbor- 
hood of where couples have been 
waylaid, and also in other localities. 

This plan was successfully used by 
the Newstead Avenue District police 
several years ago in capturing a ne- 
gro who had been annoying white 
women. It was also used to trap a 
highwayman who had been holding 
up couples in Forest Park.

DESTROYERS NEXT YEAR 


Navy Department Announces Remarkable Prog- 
ress in Building New Type of Ship---Other 
Construction Sets Record. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Such re- 
markable progress has been made in 
the quick building of the immense 


flotilla of American destroyers to 
cope with the submarine campaign, 
that the Navy Department now is 
assured of much quicker delivery of 
the ships than was contemplated at 
the last estimate, which in itself was 
far ahead of the original time. Prog- 
ress on the ships now building and 
arrangements for others to follow, it 
was ghid today at the Navy Depart- 
ment, are such that the American 
navy will lead the world with its de- 
stroyers within 18 months. 

It is now certain that all destroy- 
ers now building will be delivered 
reddy for duty in European waters 
early next year. Many of them had 
not been expected until the winter of 
1918. Approximately 10 months has 
been saved. 

The full success of the project, 
however, depends on the extraordin- 


ary powers granted to the President 
in the bill now pending. The admin- 


‘istration measure was altered in the 


House. The Senate committee re- 
stored the provisions naval officers 
consider vital to success and it is 
now in conference. 


All new destroyers are of a néw 
design worked out by the Navy De- 
partment and showing radical 
changes from any of these craft now 
afloat. The great majority of them 
will be 35-knot vessels of improved, 


rsea-keeping qualities, adding to their 


effectiveness as submarine hunters. 
The first of the new type has been 
tried out with results that. amazed 
the officers who made trial trips. 

The rate of warship production in 
the United States has been increased 
to such a -point that a_ greater 
amount of fighting tonnage is being 
produced in a given time than has 
ever been achieved before by any 
power. 


CLOSER POLICE WATCH 
ON VICE I$ ORDERED 


Chief to Make Patrolmen Re- 
sponsible for Conditions in 
Their Districts. 


Chief of Police Young’s order to 
all police stations, demanding closer 
attention to vice conditions, is not the 
result of any recent movement 
against vice, but conforms to the 
sentiment of the Police Board that 
concerted action and more effective 
methods be employed against law- 
lessness. 

The Chief says patrolmen and 
their superior officers henceforth 
will be held personally accountable 
to the Police Board for conditions in 
their districts, and that they must 
not depend upon special vice squads 
for law enforcement, but must direct 
individual effort at = times, partic- 
ularly against ga , immoral re- 

dittons: 

The Chief explained that he had 
received numerous complaints that 
objectionable resorts were being es- 
tablished along Olive street, from 
Vandeventer to Whittier, and that 
such places were being operated in 
other West End neighborhoods. One 
of the purposes of his order is to 
place the responsibility upon the pa- 
trolman on the beat. 

It was reported at police headquar- 
ters that aside from letters of com- 
rlaint received by the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners another cause for 
Chief Young’s order was testimony 
given last Friday afternoon at the 
Police Board hearing of charges of 
immoral conduct against Patrolman 
John A. Graef of Central District, 
who was fined $90. 

Sergt. William Walton testified 
that he had caught Graef in a house 
at 2128 Olive street where he was in 
company with a woman. The patrol- 
man’s “billy” and revolver and hol- 
ster were beneath a bed. Graef testi- 
fied in his own behalf that electri- 
clans were working at his home and 
that he had gone to the Olive street 
house to rest during his hours off 
duty. : 

Lieuts. James McNamara of the 
Soulard Street District and William 
Doyle of Central District have been 
ordered to change places, ‘“‘for the 
good of the service. Vice conditions 
in Central District were said to have 
prompted the transfer. The Chief 
has demanded better results in police 
work against immoral women and 


gamblers.

THIRD SERIES OF CAMPS 
FOR TRANING OFFICERS 


Will Open Jan. 5, Primarily for 
Men in Guard, Regular 
and National Army. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—A third 
series of officers’ training camps to 
be opened Jan. 5 will run until April 
5, the War Department announced 
today, primarily for the education 
of enlisted men of the regular army, 
national guard and national army for 
commissions. 

In addition, however, 2499 zradu- 
ates or undergraduates from 93 spe- 
cified schools and colleges will be ad- 
mitted. 

A camp will be held in each of the 
regular army, national guard and 
national army divisions. . Additional 
camps will be established in the 
Philippines, Panama Ha 
and one each at Fort. petilbvacane ‘Fo 
Sam Houston, Tex., and Ciaran! 
ga, Ga. 

The quota. of each regiment or 
smaller unit of the army to be se- 
lected to attend the officer’s schools 
will be 1.7 per cent of the enlisted 
strength of the organization. Grad- 
uates recommended for commissions 
as Segond Lieutenants will be com- 
missioned as vacancies occur. 

College men to be admitted must 
be between 21 and 31 on the day of 
the opening. There is no restriction 
against married men but unmarried 
men will be preferred. No gradu- 
ates of the’ colleges named who did 
not take militray courses given at 
the institution will be eligible. 

Any enlisted man between 21 and 
40 years of age may apply. Char- 
acter and military aptitude will gov- 
ern selections. College students will 
be required for the duration of the 
war and serve out their enlistments 
if they donot obtain commissions. 
They will receive the pay and allow- 
ances of first-class privates while-un- 
der instruction. 

The camps are primarily for the 
training of line officers. The Quar- 
termaster-General, chief of ordnance, 
chief of coast artillery, chief signal 
officer and chief of engineers haye 
been authorized to organize such 
schools for special training as may 
be necessary. 


GERMAN HELD AS ‘MASTER KEY’ 


Chemist Charged With Organizing 
Shipping Bomb Plot. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 3.—A pres- 
identical warrant has been requested 
for Conrad Schirman, German chem- 
ist here, who has been held in cus- 
tody secretly for the last five days. 
Federal authorities called Schirman 
the ‘“‘master key.’’ His activities, 
they said, consisted of organizing a 
plot to plant bombs among the car- 
goes of ships leaving this city and of 
attempting to bribe an officer of the 
Dutch warship Zealand to carry mes- 
vages to German Consuls in Holland. 
These messages, the Federal author- 
ities declared, were of grave im- 
portance. 

“Tl will do anything to assist the 
fatherland,”’ was one of the state- 
ments Federal authorities said Schir- 
man made in the messages. The dis- 
closure of Schirman’s arrest followed

MASON OF ILLINOIS REPLIES 
TO CHARGES MADE BY HEFLIN 


Declares That Alabama Congressman 
Inferentially Charged Him 
With Treason. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—The pro- 
tracted wrangle over charges by 
Representative Heflin of Alabama, 
that certain members of Congress 
have “acted  suspiciously”’ in the 
present war, flared up again in the 
House today when Representative 
Mason of Illindis, made a speech 
contending that Heflin had infer- 
entially charged Mason with treason

CAMP FUNSTON, Oct. 3.—There 
is no finer body of raw troops in the 
world today than the men of the 
Eighty-ninth Division of the national 
army, according to Major-General 
Leonard Wood, who today inspected 
the troops as they drilled on the hills 
back of Camp Funston.

BRITISH GUN FIRE 
DEMORALIZES GERMANS 


Ration Parties Unable to Approach Front Lines 
-~-English Flyers Interfere With 
Railway Traffic. ) 


LONDON, Oct. 3.—Field Marsha! 
Haig’s reports from the battle front 
continue laconic, but dispatches from 
France describe the British artillery 
fire as unusually severe, and the 
activity of the British flyers seems 
to indicate that another British at- 
tack may be in prospect.

Tremendous British Fire Demoral- 
izes Tried German Troops. . 
BY TTISH Press 


ITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE AND BELGIUM, Oct. 2.— 
The badly punished German troops 
east of Ypres are largely resting on 
their arms after reverses suffered 
yesterday, when they/attempted in a 
series of fierce counter attacks to 
drive the British back. Possibly the 
designation “resting” is a misnomer, 
for the enemy was sitting under a 
terrific bombardment from  hun- 
dreds of big guns which were delug- 
ing his back and forward areas with 
high explosives and turning his fast- 
nesses into twisted masses of debris, 
which formed the graves of the de- 
fenders. 

Any of the nerve-wracked, half- 
stunned German prisoners who have 
lived under these bombardments can 
tell of the tragedy now being enacted 
along the German front in this sec- 
tion of Belgium. Thanks to the 
German counter attacks, there has 
‘been hardly a moment’s cessation of 
the intense artillery work of the Brit- 
ish since last Wednesday, when Field 
Marshal Haig’s troops executed their 
latest offensive. 

Captured Germans say thefr for- 
ward defenses have been greatly de- 
moralized by this ceaseless pounding. 
Relief and ration parties venture 
out, to be turned back or to make 
their miserable way forward by cir- 
cuitous routes to the men holding the 
advanced shell holes, who have often 
been compelled to hold on without 
water or proper food. Badly needed 
ammunition has frequently never 
reached its destination. 

Every approach to the German, 
lines is covered by British guns, mak- 
ing the movement of enemy infantry 
an arduous process. Naturally, the 
question arises what effect all this 
is having on the morale of the Ger- 
man troops. It is generally admit- 
ted among the prisoners that the 
morale of their men has deteriorated 
since the beginning of the battles in 
Flanders. Divisions whith have. 
been through one siege on the Ger- 
man front lines sometimes resent be- 
ing used a second time in this posi- 
tion. This marks a striking change 
from the former attitude of the Ger- 
man troops who have worked as un- 
thinking machines to carry out un- 
questioned orders tssued by their of- 
ficers.

ATCOAL PRICE SET 
BY GOVERNMENT 


Appear Before Fuel Administra- 
tion and Assert Scale Is 
Higher Than in 1916. 


IS PRESENT 
Says Producers in St. Louis. Dis- 
trict Would Get From 50 to 
80 Per Cent War Profits.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Repre- 
sentatives of public utilities compa- 
nies in Iowa and Illinois, headed 
by Clifford Thorne, appeared today 
before the fuel administratfon to 
protest against the coal prices fixed 
by the Government. The fixed 
prices, they contend, while lowering 
the market price obtaining at the 
time, in almost every instance are 
higher than the average prices for 
the last year. ; 

Frank G. McAllister, Attorney- 
General for Missouri, who also ap- 
peared, said that tn his investigation 
at St. Louis recently sworn state- 
ments of coal operators showed the 
cost of production in Southern IIli- 
nois fields to range from $1.04 to 
$1.40 a ton, while the prices fixed by 
the Government range from $1.70 to 
$2.20, allowing coal producers a divi- 
dend on their capital stock of from 
50 to 80 per cent as war profits. 

Average Price Higher. 

Regarding the situation in Illinois, 
evidence was produced o show that 
the fixed prices Aug. 21 reduced pre- 
vailing market prices on free coal in 
Illinois 55 cents to $1.30 a ton, but 
the average price was 50 per cent 
higher than the average price on all 
coal sold in Illinois in 1916, which 
was $1.25 at the mines. The average 
price in 1916 was said to be the high- 
est in 10 years. 

It was argued that the price estab- 
lished in IlHnois on screenings or 
slack coal, which is used by public 
utilities and factories, is 100 per cent 
higher than a year ago. The maxi-: 
mum price last year for screenings 
in Illinois fields, it is said, was 85 
cents a ton, while the President has 
fixed the price at $1.70. 

Lax Inquiry Charged. 

Sworn statements of the Illinois 
Certral Railroad were introduced to 
show that the prices established by 
the Government are more than 30 
per cent higher than that company 
was able to contract for teh entire 
output of more than a dozen Illinois 
mines this year and about 70 per 
cent higher than the Illinois Central 
itself reports as the cost of produc- 
tion in mfnes it controls in Flinois. 

It was contended that the Federal 
Trade Commission's investigation ac- 
countants in ascertaining production 
costs did not conduct as thorough an 
invetigatinn as she yshould have con- 
ducted. Operators were not required 
to take oath as to the figures on their 
books, it is said, and were-.not re- 
quired to go on the witness stand to 
present their figures and face cross- 
examination and evidence in rebut- 
tal.

GERMANS ARE USING MORE GAS 
SHELLS AND LONG RANGE GUNS 


Prisoners Captured by Canadians 
Speak of Growing Scarcity of 
Teuton War Materials. 

CANADIAN HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, Oct. 3.—The Germans are 
attempting more by way of de- 
structive shots on battery posi- 
tions than they did earlier 
in the season, but even in this re- 
spect they are still far behind the 
British and Canadian gunners. There 


has been marked increase in the use 
of long-range, high-velocity guns by 
the Germans. The result certainly 
do not justify the free use of these 
guns. The enemy also has increased 
the proportion of gas shells and has 
sent us many varieties of gas. This 
may indicate that the chemicals from 
which poison gas are made are avail- 
able in greater quantities than those 
required for high explosives. 

All the prisoners of good educa- 
tion now speak of the growing scarci- 
ty of war materials and particularly 
of articles such as ruober, cotton and 
copper, which can neither be pro- 
duced at home nor obtained from 
Germany’s European neighbors. One 
of the prisoners taken yesterday said 
that while Germany could not be 
conquered in the field, she would be 
forced to make peace because of her 
failure to obtain supplies.

British Publisher Declares That No} 
Machine Yet Has Been Devised 
That Will Sink Submarine. 
ROCHESTER, N. Y., Oct. 3.— 
America’s greatest task in the war 
will be to solve the submarine prob- 
lem, Lord Northcliffe told Rochester 
business men last night, at a dinner, 
and he added that there was as yet 
no machine made that was able to 

sink a submarine. 

“We have learned ioe to harry 
them,” he said, “and we have devised 
ways of disguising our ships so that 
they often escape detection. While 
there is practically no danger to fast 
ships, there has been no system de- 
vised yet by which transports may be 
insured safe passage across the sub- 
marine infested zone. If you analyze 
the weekly reports, you will see that 
fewer British ships are being sunk, 
but in those same weeks there have 
been larger numbers of French and 
Italian ships going to the bottom. All 
your inventive genius should -be giv- 
én to this problem. 

“At present the problem of getting 
your men and supplies to the front 
is not considered sufficiently. You 
will have to have larger Supplies at 
your base than we English need at 
ours, because we have only to cross 
the channel, and so far we have not 
lost a single life in transport. You 
have a great task before you in 
solving this problem. Optimists 
sometimes say that the submarines 
are a failure. There is nb machine 
made that is able to sink the subma- 
rines.”’

HOME TAKES HER SIDE| 


Bethesda Lawyer in Document 
Urges That She Be Given

= Takes Widow's Side. 

It was previously known that the 
Rethesda Home would not join with 
St. Luke’s Hospital and the Jewish 
Hospital, two of the other beneficl- 
Did | aries. in opposing Mrs. Wood's claim 
to a dower right of one-half the es- 
tate. But the directors of the home 
are not content with a passive atti- 
tude, but present arguments, in 
Watts’ letter, to support Mrs. Wood's 
claim against Bethesda and the other 
institutions named in the will. This 
argument goes to the point of alleg., 
ing that Wood treated his wife un- 
fairly in financial matters, and took 
advantage of her ignorance of busi- 
me Wood was 70 years old, and lived 
at the Buckingham Hotel. He was 
president of the Humane Society of 
Missouri at the time of his death last 
March. His will created a trust fund 
for the benefit of Mrs. Wood and 
several relatives, and provided that 
the estate ultimately, after the death 
of thees persons, should be divided 
among five charitable institutions. 
The Humane Society was to recelve 
$1000 a year during the continuance 
of the trust fund, and after its termi- 
nation was to get $20,000. The four 
other institutions were to get a one- 
fourth share of the income, after the 
bequests to relatives and the Hu- 
mane Society were paid, and after 
the termination of the trust fund 
each was to get one-fourth of the 
property remaining after the pay- 
ment of $20,000 to the Humane So- 
ciety. 

These four instittuions were Beth- 
esda Home. St. Luke’s Hospital, the 
Jewish Hospital and the St. Louis 
Children’s Hospital. 

Elected Dower Interest. 

The share allotted to Mrs, Wood 
in the will, during her lifetime, was 
$2400 a year. Tw@ days after the 
filing of the will, Mrs. Wood filed a 
renunciation, and elected to take a 
dower interest of one-half the estate. 

In the legal proceedings which 
followed, the fact was made known 
that Wood and his wife had lived 
apart, and it also developed that the 
wife had signed an agreement in 
1902 by which she was to receive 
$200 a month for life, and forfeit her 
dower rights. 

Mrs. Wood alleged that this agree- 
‘ment had been annulled by her hus- 
band’s failure, for a part of the 
time since it was aligned. to pay her 
the sum agreed on She also said 
she not understand, when shé signed 
the agreement, that she was signing 
away her dower rights. 

Attorney Watts’ Letter. 

These points in Mrs. Waods’ favor 
are strongly’ brought out in Attor- 
ney Watts’ letter. He says that, un- 
der the laws of Missour!, a wife can 
be deprived of her dower right only 
by her A ag evidenced by a con- 
tract freely entered into for a valu- 
able consideration. Watts says his 
inquiry showed him these facts: 

“Mr. and Mrs. Wood were lawfully 
married in 1876. At that time he was 
the driver of a milk wagon and she 
was a domestic, each without sub- 
stantial means. After marriage they 
kept a boarding house for drivers of 
milk wagons. 

“Mrs. Wood did all the housework 
and drudgery, arising at 3 o’clock in 
the morning to prepdre the meals for 
the drivers. At all times she de- 
meaned herself as an industrious, 
faithful wife; they lived economical- 
ly and hoarded their savings. 

“Mr. Wood was a shrewd business 
man, and as time passed he pros- 
pered. About 1902 he had accumu- 
lated a fortune, was president of a 
bank and received a large income. 
He then tired of his wife. He sent 
the cashier’ of his bank to see her, 
where she was stopping temporarily 
in the East. The cashier took with 
him @ memorandum of a contract 
which Mr. Wood wished put in legal 
form and signed by his wife, 

“The cashier took Mrs. Wood, 
with this memorandum, to the office 
of a lawyer whom Mrs. Wood had 
never seen before, who was thb at- 
torney of an Eastern bank, which 


‘| was the correspondent of Mr. Wood's 


St. Louis bank. This lawyer drew 


it. She had no'independent legal ad- 
vice. She simply signed—without 
consultation with friends who were 
capable of advising her—a paper 
which her husband's lawyer had 
drawn. 


“She could not have understood 
the import of the contract; it is not 
understood today by learned law- 
yers. Whether the contract reserved 
to each the right to dispose of his or 
her separate property during life, or 
gave also the right of disposition by 
will, is a mooted question. It is in- 
conceivable that this uneducated 
woman would have understood it.” 
Says Contract Was Not Kept. 

The lawyer argues that no “val- 
uable consideration” was reecived 
by the wife, as required by law, for 
this signing away of her rights. He 
argues that Wood was legally ‘bound 
to support his wife, and that, as com- 
pared with the $200 a month he pro- 
posed to give her, “he was probably 
spending many times that amount 
on himself and his pleasures.’’ More- 
over, the lawyer argues, the gt a 
month was not paid regularly, Mrs. 

Wood receiving nothing during 1915, 
or for the eight months following

“Bethesda felt that she could not,, 
in good conscience before God, fight 
the widow. It was not a question of 
dollars—hundreds or thousands or 
millione—with Bethesda, it was 4} 
question of principle and of con- 
science. I have not, and I am 
sure no director of Bethesda has, 
auy misgivings as to Bethesda’s ac- 
tion. We all feel that Bethesda has 
done the right thing, without regard 
to or consideration of financial re- 
sults and though the other charities 
may win in the end, and the widow 
get only her pittance of $200 ‘a 
month, while her husband lived for 
years in luxury—Bethesda will not 
regret that she will have no share in 
the victory which would take from 
the widow her half of her husband's 
estate.

"POLICY IN PEKIN'S MODEL 
| PRISON PROVES PROFITABLE 


Correspondence of the ses Press. 

PEKIN, Sept. 10.—A murderous 
attack upon Wang Yuan-cheng, the 
superintendent of the model prison 
in Pekin, has brought to the atten- 
tion of the general public an insti- 
| tution which is worthy of imitation 
in many countries supposed to be far 
superior to China In the manage- 
ment of penitentiaries. 

Wang Yuan-cheng, the founder 
and superintendent of the prison, and 
a number of guards were attacked 
recently by 12 prisoners, who were 
inspired to revolt after the restora- 
tion of the monarchy. He was 
stabbed in the head and abdomen 
with bayonets, but not fatally wound- 
ed. Ten convicts escaped.. 

Six years ago Wang was commis- 
sioned by Yuan-Shi-Kai to open a 
moderp prison and given only $5000 
with which to carry: out the work. 
He managed the institution so skil- 
fully and employed convict labor so 
profitably that the prison now has 
$30,000 in the bank and has paid all 
its administrative expenses. 

Six hundred men and one hun- 
dred women are confined in the pris- 
on and of this number only 12 par- 
ticipated in the dash for liberty.

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WHERE IS LONDON’S SMOKE BLANKET? 

Night after night, with the aid of a brilliant 
moon, German baby killers have bombed London. 
Putting out all lights has not prevented the Ger- 
man airmen from locating the city’s streets and 
buildings. The full autumn moon seems to have 
made things almost as bright as day. 

But where is London’s famous smoke cloud, 
which, on occasions, has enshrouded that city so 


| densely that its own people have found it hard 


to make their way about? Have the winds been 
blowing it away, or is it no longer produced? Are 
so many big factory chimneys cold that there is 
but little smoke in the London atmosphere these 
days? 

While ships are being saved from the subma- 
rine by smoke clouds, artificially produced, why 
have not the British tried this trick with regard 


to their towns and cities? It is not difficult to 


make plenty of smoke, and a good, thick, nox- 
fous smoke cloud over London might not only 
hide the city but half suffocate the flying enemy. 
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A DAY’S FROM RUSSIA. 

The news from Russia day by day is full of 
surprises. One day’s news, for example, informed 
us that Charles R. e of the Root Commission, 
who is just out of Petrograd, told the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent at Stockholm that Russian 
affairs were in a hopeless mess and the winter 
outlook was very dark. The peasants would not 
sell their produce to the cities, because the Gov- 
ernment had set minimum prices that allowed 
them no profit. 

The same day's news told of laborers in Petro- 
grad earning 52 rubles a day for unloading lum- 
ber, having struck against working at 43 rubles 
a day. This would mean, taking the ruble at its 
exchange value of 61 cents, that these workmen 
struck against wages of $21.93 a day and are now 
getting $26.52 a day. However, the ruble’s value 
is now very low. The same day's news said that 
conductors on railroads in Finland would not ac- 
cept Russian money at any rate of exchange. 

But in the same day's news we read that con- 
tributions to the new Liberty Loan in Russia to- 
taled $2,000,000,000. This must be a sign to the 
Petrograd Bolsheviki and German sympathizers 
that there is still life and loyalty in Russia. 

Perhaps the great democratic congress, now 


meeting in Petrograd and representing all parts 


| of Russia, will be able to ald in the work of re- 


construction. It also is another sign that Russia 
will not knowingly allow her Government to fall 
into the hands of an element in the big cities that 
would use its weneny to wreck the country.

employes of the penitentiary in the campaign 
of 1917 has long been a mystery. It was obtained 
on the representation that it was designed to re- 
plenish the funds of the Democratic State Cen- 
tral Committee, but members of that committee 
stoutly insist that it never came to their hands. 
A fragmentary and informa! accounting has cred- 
ited the self-constituted custodiex of the money 
with a few hundred dollars turned over to the 
local county committee and with indefinite 
sums expended in the election campaign of

counted*for must be of substantial size. 

Its disposition may prove a baffling mystery. 
But the sitting grand jury having shown a ca- 
pacity in clearing up lesser mysteries, it should 
have no hesitation about attacking this greater 
one. The prison management during a period 
of four years presents a series of mysteries. Why 
not clear them all up in one unified, sustained 


effort? 
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Sixty deaths in St. Louis from automobile ac- 
cidents sinee the first of the year suggest that 
there is a shortage of chauffeurs at the peniten- 
tiary and workhouse as well as shortage of ‘fool 
pedestrians in the asylums. 
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THE WINTER’S FOOD PROBLEM. 

With food prices from 50 to 200 per cent high- 
er than they were three years ago, the food prob- 
lem during the coming winter will be a hard 
one for thousands of heads of families, and espe- 
cially for the poor. 

As in former years, the family of smal] means 
will buy food and fuel in small quantities, at 
ruinous prices. It will buy coal by the bushel, 
flour and sugar by the five or ten pound sack, or 
less. Instead of a case of canned goods, it will 
ask for and receive a single can at a time. All 
this means waste of the distributers’ time and 
material, but more especially of the consumers’ 
scanty incomes. 

A suggestion in conservation of this income 
was the organization, by some of the large in- 
dustrial concerns, of purchasing committees 
among their employes. These committees expect 
to enable the employes to make a big saving, in- 
dividually, by the purchase of necessaries whole- 
sale. | 

The movement should be encouraged to spread. 
Housewives and heads of families could come to- 
gether and organize neighborhood or precinct 
purchasing committees for the benefit of as 
many families or individual consumers as could 
be induced to organize in that vicinity. -Women’s 
organizations already formed might take up the 
work. And the retailers and wholesalers them- 
selves would be doing a patriotic and useful act 
by giving their advice and aid. In course of time, 
the movement might include most of the consum- 
ers. It would go far towards banishing the bogey 


of war prices for food. | 
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THE SICK SARACEN. 

The “sick man of Europe and Asia” sgems to be 
suffering a serious relapse. For a time his health 
showed some improvement through taking Dr. 
Hohenzollern’s well known blood and iron tonic, 
but the Prussian apothecary appears to have run 
out of the specific for export purposes and there 
is grave danger that the sick Saracen will suc- 
cumb this time to progressive anemia. 

Even German reports agree that conditions in 
Turkey are bad. The food supply is inadequate, 
the financial situation in chaos and the Teutonic 
allies have reached the point where munitions 
can no longer be supplied in great quantities. 

The fact that a disorganized Russian soldiery 
has been able to advance with little resistance 
along the Black Sea littoral beyond Trebizond 
and the recent debacle of the Moslem armies be- 
fore the numerically inferior British forces in the 
Bagdad-Samara sector prove conclusively that the 
morale of the Turk is about gone. 

There is little doubt but that the entente today, 
by financial and territorial inducements of no 
great magnitude could secure the withdrawal of 
the Moslem from the League of Frightfulness. 
There never has been anything in this war for 
Abdul. If Germany -won he became a vassal of 
the Kaiser; if Germany lost, he lost. 

It is not difficult to understand that a country 
facing such a dilemma would have a hard time 
holding up the spirits of its half-famished and 
half-equipped troops. For a while the vision of 
Armenian loot was an incentive for the Moslem 
soldier, but this having been removed by elimina- 
tion, there is little to fight for. The Porte will 
bear watching. The dove of peace may fly 
through that door. 
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Russia’s war bill to date is $20,000,000,000, but 
the recent trials for treason indicate that but a 
small part of that great sum was actually spent 
for war purposes. 
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GETTING 1917 WHEAT TO MARKET. 

Reports from some sections of the West show 
a disinclination on the part of farmers to sell 
their wheat at the $2.18 and $2.20 fixed as the 
basic price at great interior markets. This is 
attributed to a hope of getting a higher price by 
holding their wheat until a later date. How- 
ever, it is more probable that it is due to the 
fact that the farmers have been more interested 
in planning for a big wheat crop for 1918 than 
in selling the crop for 1917. So far the withhold- 
ing of grain is not a cause for anxiety. 

A progressive diminution in the Government 
price, proportioned to the length of time wheat 
is held after harvest, has been proposed to guard 
against hoarding in the farmers’ hands, a con- 
tingency not covered by the general provision of 
law relating to hoarding. If the price that now 
governs should be decreased by 10 cents on the 
first of each succeeding month, falling to $1.70 
by next spring, the golden streams of grain that 
would begin pouring into the primary markets 
would rival those described by Frank Norris in

N their endeavors to find new et 
| sitions in which to grow some 
plants have adopted curious 
methods, S. Leonard Bastin writes in 


Scientific american. A rather re- 
markable plan is to be noted in the 
case of an Alpine saxifrage recently 
described. The little plant grows in 
rock crevices and it is only at inter- 
vals that suitable positions for the 
establishment of fresh specimens 0oc- 
cur. But the saxifrage has a very 
novel way of developing thread-like 
stems of immense length. These 
shoot out on all sides and continue 
to extend until they come to a place 
where there is a little soil. Within 
a very short time a bud is formed 
and from this arises a new plant. As 
soon as this little plant has rooted 
the connecting stem with the parent 
dies away. In this way one saxifrage 
plant will put a baby plant in very 
rock crevice for a considerable dis- 
tance around. 

Even more singular are the plants 
that have popularly been called 
“jumpers.” Of these the walking 
fern of North America is one of the 
most notable. This fern produces 
very long tapering fronds which fin- 
ally become so much extended that 
the tips rest upon the soil. Almost 


at once the formation of a tiny bud 


| 
takes place and from this arises a 
baby fern. Quite soon an independ-| 
ent plant is well established and it 
is not an uncommon thing to find | 
scores of young specimens round the |} 
parent plant. 


One of two plants in their desire | 
to get about in the world actually | 
break themselves in pieces. A species | 
of cactus belonging to the Mammil- | 
laria bears a large number of little. 
plants all round itself. When these. 
reach a certain size they become de-| 
tached and rolling away down the. 
rocks finally settle in some crevice. 
As soon as the youngsters have found | 
a position they start to send down 
roots on their own account. The can- 
die plant, Kleinia articulata, from 
South Africa bears round succulent 
stems. These stems are connected 
with one another by very thin 
strands and the whole plant looks as 
if it had been constricted at intervals 
by tight ligatures. A very slight 
pressure on the stems will cause a 
complete severance at these points. 
After a rather breezy day the candle 
plant is strangely broken about; on 
every side there are odd bits of stem. 
These roll down rocks and may be 
helped along by the wind. When- 
ever they happen to come to a sulilt- 
able rooting position a new. plant 
soon appears on the scene.

Blow to American Leaguers’ Chances 


CHALK is a better backstop, bet- 
ter thrower, better general and 
works better with his pitchers than 
either of these men. Both of them 
can outhit him by many points, and, 
were it not for the fact that his nerve 
and determination make him one of 
the best pinch hitters among the Sox, 
New York’s lead in the battering part 
of the dope would be much larger. 
Once on first base, Schalk is much 
the best of the three men. He runs 
the bases extraordinarily well and is 
resourceful and clever in getting 
around the bags. Neither of his op- 
ponents is worth haJf a hoot in this 
respect, . 

The danger of accident to Schalk 
is acute. He is one of the most dar- 
ing of the catchers, and he has a 
habit of blocking runners at the 
plate, blocking them hard and with- 
out fear. He has escaped with great 
luck, being of Nght build. The dan- 
ger of injury in the coming series is 
much greater than it is in his own 
league. The only path he leaves open 
in blocking runners is through him. 
The majority of catchers injured are 
hurt by runners who come at them 
expecting they will give ground. 

I think there should be a ruling 
and an understanding in regard to 
blocking runners during this series. 
The habit of using the body and legs,

GAINST Schalk we must figure a 
combination of the virtues and 
faults of Rariden and McCarty. In
